1700 Spanish prisoners will be qnar 
tered on Seavey'a island in this harbor. 
Eight temporary buildings are to be 
erected at onoe to quarter the prisoners 
in and a strong guard will keep con- 
stant watch to see that none escape. 


The authorities at Washington de- 


cided upon this step yesterday and 
commenced arrangements at once for 
carrying it out. 


A. W. Crownioshield, chief of the 


Bureau of Navigation, and a corps of 
assistants, arrived [.here this morning 
and in company with Admiral Car- 
penter, proceeded to Seavey's island 
where the locations for the several 
buildings were selected and staked out. 
On the arrival of Chief Crowninshield 
at the navy yard he was greeted with 
the usual salute of eleven guns. 


Every arrangement was made for 


constructing the prison buildings at 
once and as they are to be only tem- 
porary affairs they will .easily be com- 
pleted by the time the Spaniards arrive 
here to occupy them, 


The prisoners will arrive here on 


transports and have probably started on 
their journey north by this time. 


The fact, that all these prisoners are 


to bo confined so near this city, will be 
a big thing for the merchants of Ports- 
mouth as the government will have to 
to feed them and the local dealers will 
no doubt furnish most of the stuff. The 
ordering of another artillery company 
to Fort McCloary was no doubt doe to 
the sending of the prisoners here as they 
will probably do guard duty and see 
that none of the "Dons" escape. 


Timid people need feel no apprehen- 


sion about the idea of having so many 
of our worst enemies so near, as they 
will not be allowed eo much as a tooth- 
pick about them and will be closely 
gnarded all the time. 


This is not the first time that prison- 


ers of war have been confined in this 
vicinity as during the Civil war some 
fonr hundred rebels were quartered in 
one of the old ship houses at the navy 
yard and kept there for some time. 


The arrival of Admiral Cervera's men 


here will be awaited with' great curiosi- 
ty as all our people are anxious to get 
a glimpse of the men who gave Admiral 
Sampson such a great fight.

.HE HAMPTON CALAMITY. 


Excitement at Hampton Beach is dying 
down although everything is still in a 
chaotic state. The only incident of im- 
portance to happen on Tuesday was the 
finding of the body of Mrs. Parker that 
was washed ashore shortly after five 
o'clock about half a mile up the beach 


What was thought to be another body 


was seen floating in the water a short 
distance ont, but by the time boats 
reached the spot it was too dark to see 
anything. Arrangements were made to 
have the lieach patrolled all night in 
the hopes that the bodies of Gertrude 
and Ralph Hodgdon might comn ashore. 


Coroner Rider took charge of all the 


dead and held an inquest duiing 
the day. 
He empanelled the fol- 


lowing jury: 
E. L. Gnptill, Ports- 


mouth; Charles Shaw, Hampton, and 
Frank Bachelder of Exeter. 


They returned a verdict of death by 


accidental drowning concerning the vie 
tims of sailboat tragedy, and accidental 
death to the skating rink victims. 


During the afternoon two straw hats 


and a bicycle skirt came ashore and were 
picked up by the patrol. 


They did not belong to any of the 


party taken out by Captain Nudd and it 
is thought that there are a number of 
others who met a watery death during 
that awful blow. 


All day Tuesday crowds upon crowds 


of 
sight-seers and euriosity seekers 


thronged the beach, coming from milts 
around to •view the ruins. 
Amateur photographers were very plen- 
tiful. The work of repairing chimneys 
and clearing away many of the wrecked 
buildings progressed rapidly with such 
means as were at band. 


Too much cannot be said in praise of 


the Exeter Street railway company for 
the pait they took in the affair. Every- 
thing possible was done by them not 
only in caring for the big crowds but 
in taking the injured to Exeter and 
bringing aid to the sufferers.

baggage car was turned into an amUn- 
lunce and was used to cany scores of 
the injured to their homes.

The war is rapidly disposing of that 


. great naval bugaboo, the torpedo l>oat 


destroyer. This craft, being to a gret>t 
degree an unknown quantify in warfare. 
baa been held in considerable respect, 
not to say awe. No one know just what 
a torpedo boat destroyer could do, but 
it was imagined that it was something 
terrible and most destructive, as its 
name implied. It is not forgotten with 
what dread it was learned that one ol 
these craft was somewhere on the South 
American coast, supposed to be waiting 
to attack and destroy that great floating 
fortress, the battleship Oregon, on her 
Toyage around the world. 


Perhaps, if the Oregon had fallen in 


nith the torpedo boat destroyer, the 
illusion-would have been earlier dis- 
pelled. But it has come pretty quickly 
and entirely satisfactorily.

inoi-ed cruiser St. Paul made short work

ANIMALS THAT COUNT. 


butuiee* That Prove Their PoHSemtlon of 


the Computing; Faculty. 


Several years ago there lived in Cin- 


cinnati a mnle which vras employed by 
a street railway company in hauling 
ears up a steep incline. This animal 
was hitched in front of the regular 
team and unhitched us soon as the car 
arrived at the top of the hill. It made 
a certain number of trips in the fore- 
noon (I have forgotten the number, bnt 
will say 50 for the sake of convenience) 
and a like number in the afternoon, 
testing for an hour at noon. As soon as 
the mule completed its fiftieth trip it 
marched away to ita stable -without or- 
ders from its driver. 


To show that it was not influenced 


by the sound of the factory whistles and 
bells the following remarkable action 
on the part of this animal is vouched 
lor by the superintendent of the line, 
who gave me these data: On a certain 
occasion, during a musical festival, this 
mule was transferred to the nig-ht shift, 
and the very instant it completed its 
fiftieth trip it started for the stables. It 
took the combined efforts of several 
men to make it return to its duty. At 
night there were no bells or whistles to 
inform the creature that "quitting 
time" had come. It had counted the 
trips, and having finished its full quota 
of 50 it thought that the time for rest 
and food had arrived.

Bombardment Of Santiago Postponed. 


WASHINGTON', July 5.—As a result of 


the cabinet meeting today, instructions 
were sent to Admiral Sampson and Gen- 
eral Shafter to confer together concern- 
ing a joint attack on Santiago de Cuba. 
L'pon the result of the conference de- 
pends the immediate action of General 
Shafter and Admiral Sampson. 
The 


bombardment of the city has been de- 
ferred for the present, as the situation 
has been so completely changed by the 
annihilation of the Spiuish fleet that it 
is deemed wise for the land bombard- 
ment to await the entrance of the hiu- 
bor by Admiral Sampson's ships, when 
a combined attack would be made upon 
the city. 


Up to the close of office hours here 


no word has come either to the war or 
navy departments so far as advices are 
disclosed as to the determination that 
had been reached at the conference of 
General Shafter and Admiral Sampson. 
It is expected by the authorities here 
that the conference would result in a 
determination of the Admiral to take 
his fleet through the narrow neck of 
the harbor and lake position before 
the city for a combined bombardment. 


1700 Killed And Wounded.

As the word of the magnificent victory 


flew from sentry to sentry along the flr- 
ng lines, and were shouted to the com- 
panies, regimenls and brigades, a great 
.-heer swept down the line of weary 
men. 
gathering force as it went, until 


he rattle of musketry was drowned 
n the roar from glad American throats. 
The news flashed back into -the under- 
brush, where the-'reserves lay, and the 
men almost stampeded in their en- 
husiastic desire to get to the front. 
The cheering continued during the 


evening. 
As the details of the fight 


came in the men could Mat have dis- 
iilayed more enthusiasm had the victory 
been theirs instead of that of the navy. 


Although the firing continued all 


day between the outposts very little 
damage was done on either side. Gen- 
eral Chafee was wounded slightly, a 
rifle bullet cutting through his foot, but 
he will not be cqmpelled to leave the 
field. 


The only severe firing during the day 


occurred when the Spanish tleet were 
leaving the harbor. The enemy evident- 
ly attempted to divert the attention of 
our troops, but the Americans responded 
so willingly that the fire soon ceased 
and only resumed at intervals during 
the remainder of the day. 


Last night the only aggressive move- 


ment the Spaniards had made resulted 
in their severe defeat. 
At about 10 


o'clock the enemy came out of the 
enemy came out or the trenches about 
the city walls in large force and dashed 
straight for the American lines. 
In 


one or two places our men fell back 
from their position, but quickly rallied 
and drove the enemy back pell-\nell Into 
their own ditches. We Spanish losses 
must have been frightful, as they were 
exposed to a terrific flre for a quarter 
of an hour. The losses on the American 
side were very slight, as our soldiers lay 
in the rifle pits and had every advan- 
tage. 


The most daring1 of the Spanish forces 


are the sharpshooters. They take their 
positions almost at the wall and from 
the dense tree tops do great execution, 
the smokeless powder making it difficult 
to locate them. Several times they have 
shot Into General Shafter's tent, which 
Is several miles from the front, and they 
have infested th* trail for 100 miles be- 
tween Juragua and the outposts. 


One of the most horrible features of 


the war Is the dozens of men who have 
been killed as they lay in litters, and 
the surgeons, although wearing the em- 
blem of the Red Cross society upon their 
arms, have been the special subject of 
attack. 


The number of killed and wounded 


for the week reached tonight about 1800 
No effort is apparently heing made by 
our officers to expedite the making of a 
complete list, and not one-fifth of the 
names are known even to the command- 
Ing officers. 
Already 800 cases have 


been handled at the hospital here, be- 
cause of the overflow from the hospitals 
at the front. All the wounded here are 
recovering.
